Planting 
Roses should be planted immediately, or protected 
until they are planted to keep them from drying 
out. If planting is delayed with Bare Root plants, 
heel in to keep them moist. Plant preferably on a 
cool, cloudy, calm day, or puddle the plants in 
a pail of thin mud while planting. Handle bare 
root plants with care in order not to damage the 
branches or bruise the roots. Potted Plants may 
be transplanted immediately. Remove the pot from 
around the earth, and plant rose, earth and alll. 


Watering 


Water and cultivate regularly, pulverizing the soil 
once a week to retain moisture. Soak the soil a foot 
deep once a week, but do not saturate. Too much 
water and inadequate drainage will rot the roots. 
A good mulch will hold the moisture and eliminate 
the need for cultivation after blooming starts.

While roses are hardy, and relatively easy to grow, 
they require, as do all plants occasional spraying 
or dusting to keep them free from the effects of 
insects or disease.
